IRRIGATION IN THE SOUTH. 

F. Pattillo returned from the south on 
Thureday’s train after spending the summer 
asa member of the irrigation survey party 
conducted by 8S. J. Dennis. The party 
worked from Red Deer south to Mosquito 
creek and from the Mountains eastward, 
taking note of the volume of water in the 
streams, the lie of the country and the pos- 
sibility of conducting the water to irrigate 
the land. The work done will be mapped 
out and serve as absolutely reliable infor- 
mation upon which to base future irrigation 
schemes. Another party was at work from 
Mosquito creek south to the boundary line. 
The survey will be continued next year in 
| the country to the eastward of where the 

work was done this summer. The infor- 

mation collected this season shows that 
irrigation is practicable to a very large ex- 
tent in the southern country, and also that 
| it is necessary in the very highest degree. 
| Owing to drouth many homesteads with 
valuable improvements are deserted, show- 
| ing a great loss of time and money, besides 
| the discouragement incident to failure on 
| the part of the unsuccessfull homesteaders. 
| With irrigation net only would these home- 
steads be re-occupied but thousands more.
